As my ordination service began, I looked 
out over the diverse crowd gathered: black and white, old 
and young; people from off the streets and out of 
seminaries; professors sitting next to former prisoners;

ministers- -all sharing this marvelous convergence of 
sacred moment and joyful celebration. I breathed a prayer 
of thanks for so many blessings. 

Christmas is a time for counting blessings. It is 
also a time for remembering once again God's amazing 
choice to come among us as one of us~as a child, naked 
and vulnerable, turning all our expectations upside down. 
I offer you this prayer— part of my ordination Call to 
Worship— as my Christaias hope: : 

Precious Jesus— 
You who were bom to a feeding trough 

and made a childhood refugee; 
who lived as a homeless friend to the outcasts 

and were put to death as a criminal-' 
show us again, please, how to love 
your sisters and brothers. . , 
and ours. 

Rekindle our cold hearts with your love. 

Warm our faint spirits uri0i your courage. 
Enlist us in your conspiracy of compassion and justice, 

toward a world in which the rich are put off their 
thrones and the poor are exalted. 

Amid all the silences and sufferings of this world— 
in the face of all the hunger and 

homelessness and hatred- 
we pray that we might remember the good news 

from the Gospel of John: 
"The ligM shines in the darkness; . . 

and the darkness does not overcome it. ^ 

May this be our hope. 7^ , ■ 

May this be our joy.

A LETTER FROM THE 
CONFERENCE MINISTER 

Dear Friends, 

I write this letter on the threshold of a new year 
-a time of reflection and looking back, a time of hope 
and renewal as we look forward to 1999. Many of you 
know that the Southeast Conference of the United 
Church of Christ came into being on January 1, 1966, 
exactly 33 years ago. One hundred and twenty-seven 
congregations joined into this fellowship. One hundred 
and three were historically White Congregational- 
Christian congregations; 20 were historically Black 
Congregational churches; and four were historically of 
the Evangelical and Reformed traditions. Since that 
time, the Southeast Conference has been buffeted by 
the changes that have swept through the rural south 
and throughout our society, and has been affected by the 
declining demographics of mainline denominations. 
Today the Southeast Conference has 62 congregations 
• scarred over a si^-state area. 

This might appear to be a bleak pattern of decline; 
yet this picture is not a new one in our region. In his 
book Southern Congregational Churches, Richard Taylor 
notes that in 1927 E.W. Butler gave an address about 
C©3iagregational Methodist congregations. He noted that 
"from 1850 to 1890 they had no zeal for missions or 
Sunday schools or theological schools," and that by 1927 
all of their churches were dying. He ended with these 
startiing statistics: "One -half had no Sunday school, and 
80% had church worship services only once amonth and 
90% collected no cffering.* 

As I contemplate our circumst^ces, I could—like 
the prophet Nehemiah did over Jem^aifemi-'-siKTiey the 
ruins, sit down, and weep. But after prayer, Nehemiah 
rose up and declared, "The hand of my God has been 
gracious to me." And later he proclaimed to his detractors, 
"So we rebuild the wall ... for the people had a mind to 
btuld''(Neh. 4:6b). 

The purpose of this letter is to say that the 
changes that have moved through our denomination to 
litt^ us to this place were already in motion in the first 
part of the 20th century and have continued through 
today. Yet 1 find myself as we enter this New Year having 
a deep sense of pride in the strengths and gifts in many 
of our congregations. We have embarked on a 
commitment to revitalize the life of our local 
congregations, and we are beginning to develop a strategy 
for new church starts in strategic locations, relying on 
the tremendous gifts of ministry on our staff 

One of our pastors said to me recentiy, "Tim, just 
teU us where you need us so that we can be there for the 
building up of the United Church of Christ and the 
proclamation of the Gospel of Jesus." These are the 
places where your energies and prayers are needed; 



•The Covenant for Renewal Program. John Mingus 
has developed this program, training people to go out 
in teams of two to help our congregations discern their 
needs, develop mission statements, and make 
partnerships for transformation. If your congregation 
is ready to take a step toward renewal, please contact 
us so that we can begin to build with you. 

•The TAP Program (Theology Among the People). 

Through this program Dick Sales is training people who 
are called to ministry, but who cannot move from the " [ 
community in which they live. The TAP Program will 
be conducted in a number of locations throughout the 
Conference beginning in 1999. It is our hope that 
licensed ministers and others seeking ordination, who 
are unable to pursue a traditional course of theological 
study, will benefit from this training, 

•Rekindle the Gift. Elizabeth Clement and Joyce 
Hollyday are directing this program, which will reach 
out to the Black Congregational AMA churches of the 
Southeast and Southern Conferences— to reclaim their 
stories, renew a relationship with the Conference, and 
move toward a grand gathering of the AMA family for, 
fellowship and renewal (see article on page 7). 

•New Church Starts. We are carefully rebuilding the 
foundation for a New Church Start strategy, working 
closely with the Board for Homeland Ministries. We 
currentiy have two projects under consideration. There 
are also congregations that are disaffected from their 
own traditions, which are exploring a relationship with 
us and the United Church of Christ. 

In addition to these exciting initiatives, we 
continue to be present to our churches as our staff 
preach and teach, and provide leadership tiaining and 
many other resources to our congregations. As surely 
as there are forces that have buffeted our churches, 
there are winds of renewal blowing through them. 

As we enter 1999, I am confident that we, like 
Nehemiah, know that "the people have a mind to build." 
We invite you, dear friends, to be a part of this season 
of building. I wish for each of you the renewal that we 
know in Jesus Christ as we move forward into the New 
Year.

MARIE^S STORY 



In April, a team of eight people from Pleasant Hill 
Community Church went to Periy , Ga. , at the request of Anne Ariail, 
Coordinator of Disaster Relief for the Southeast Conference, to help 
build a new church. The Oak Grove CME Church had been burned to 
the ground by white arsonists. At the end of our work week, Martha 
Rabert and I asked to see the site of the burned church, «t.Marie 
Johnson kindly agreed to take us there. This is her story. 

Marie is one of the older members of the Oak Grove CME 
Chia^aa iftid has been a part of the church since she was born. The 
chHreh has been her anchor in life, a center of celebration, 
consolation, and praise. As Marie drove, she pointed out the 
landmarks of the journey- -the place where the school had been and 
a few miles farther the place where she grew up. She walked the 
distance every day with other children until they stopped attending 
school. She lived with her aunt and uncle, and her uncle told her she 
couldn't go to school anymore because he didn't want her to walk 
alone. From then on, she worked full-time, cleaning houses, hoeing 
com and peanuts, picking cotton, cooking and later caring for her 
owii children. Some years ago, she was seriously injured in a car 
accident and was put on disability, but she remains active in the 
chxirch, serving as the head usher (the one who sees to all the details). 

On the paved road is a weathered sign marking the dirt road 
to the old church. Only old grave stones remain on the site, one 
marked with the birth date 1865, some with barely discernible 
inscriptions. Some of the markers are gone, but the families know 
where their kia are buried. Tall trees encircle the place where the 
church had been, and one could im.agine a building filled with people 
singing, or a picnic on the grounds. Wild flowers now grow where the 
church once stood. It must have been a pleasant place. 
FtotB the time she was a little girl, Marie rarely missed a service at 
the church. She worried about the safety of the church, isolated as it 
was. On the morning after the fire, a neighbor took her to see the 
retftains; only part of the brick walls were standing. She wept, but 
she couldn't talk. She felt a tightness in her chest and paia in her 
arms that took her breath away. Weeks later, medical tests showed 
thiat she had had a heart attack. ..a broken heart and a heart attack. 

With tears in her eyes, Marie told us that, many years ago, 
when she learned that fires sometimes strike churches, she began 
prayiftg that God would take care of Oak Grove Church. She prayed 
that mice would not chew the electric wiring, and that lightning would 
not strike. "But," she said, her voice cracking, "1 never thought that 
men would set fire to the church.**

They authorized 
ah S% raise for Gerri Ryons-Hudson, the Administrative 
Assistant; Adrienne Laraway, the Bookkeeper; and Tim 
Downs, the Conference Minister; and agreed to increase our 
contribution to the pension of Joyce HoUyday by 7% in 1999 
so that she is receiving a full pension contribution of 14%.

BELVIDERE CHURCH 
CELEBRATES ITS 125th 
ANNIVERSARY

In July 1873, several Swiss-German families, united by 
their Reformed faith, common language, and cultural 
heritage, joined together to form a congregation in BeMdere, 
Tenn. One hundred twenty- five years and three name 
changes later, First United Church, UCC, Belvidere, still 
thrives in the small, southern middle Tennessee 
community, recognized for its hospitality, generosity, and 
service to the Lord. Many current members are descendants 
of the original founding families. • 

The anniversary celebration began in December 1997 
with an 1873-style Christmas service, remembering our 
simple German beginnings. Live greenery, paper chains, and 
popcorn strings decorated the church. The altar was adorned 
with a German Bible and a wooden cross, rather than the 
usual, more modem brass. The service included scripture 
readings, traditional chants, and carols suhg in Latin, 
German, and English. 

The commemoration continued in 1 998 with monthly 
celebrations, including a Boy Scout reunion, a Mother- 
Daughter program, and a vist by Tennessee's Poet Laureate, 
Margaret (Maggi) Britton Vaughn. Anniversary projects 
included a monument/ sculpture by local artist and church 
member Anna Kathryn Anderson Holley, a "Heritage Trail" 
honoring and memorializing present and former members 
and pastors, a cookbook, a commemorative throw blanket, 
and a photographic history of the church. 

The celebration culminated in July with a weekend 
of fellowship and reminiscing. United Church of Christ 
President Dr. Paul Sherry and Conference Minister Dr. 
Timothy Downs were honored guests at a forum on the UCC. 
After the Sunday morning worship service, we ate dinner 
under two large tents, dedicated the Heritage Trail and its 
Sun Dial centerpiece, and sealed a Time Capsule to be opened 
in 2073 on &e church's 200th anniversary^. 



At long last the Resource Center has a new 
home. For two years we have been looking for a 
congregation that would provide a home to our 
Conference Resource Center and help us set into 
place a system by which people can borrow resources 
by mail. In December the Resource Center will be 
moving to First Congregational Church, Atlanta, and 
in January and February it will be organized and set 
up, a coordinator appointed, and resources for church 
school, program development, and strengthening the 
church will be made available. Look for continuing 
news. 



REKINDLE THE GIFT: 
f A NEW INITIATIVE IN 




THE SOUTHEAST 
CONFERENCE 



"I remind you to rekindle the gift of God that is 
within you through the laying on of my hands; for 
God did not give us a spirit offear^ but rather a 
spirit of power and of love and of self-discipline, " 

(2 Tim. 1:6) 

Borrowing from 2 Tknothy, we have named the 
theme of what was bom as "The AMA Project"; it is 
"Rekindle the Gift." As Tim Downs has traveled around 
the Conference and visited our congregations, he 
noted that many of our 18 historically Black 
Congregationalist AMA congregations are doing 
ministry in deep isolation. In response to this, 
"Rekindle the Gift" is a project focused on reaching 
out to our AMA congregations, identifying the rich 
history that flows through their lives, and reclaiming 
the many stories of courage, mission, and ministry 
that comprise that history. We will also provide 
preaching and teaching, leadership development and 
programmatic resources to help each congregation 
that wishes to gain the tools it needs to strengthen 
and renew its ministries.

Keeping You Posted

Full Communion 

History was made when four major U.S. 
Protestant churches celebrated their new 
relationship of "full communion" with a gala 
worship service in Chicago on October 4. More than 
1,500 members from the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America (ELCA), Presbyterian Church 
(USA), Reformed Church in America, and United 
Church of Christ shared Holy Communion together 
for the first time. Rev. Paul Sherry, president of 
the UCC, said that full communion is "God's gift to 
US,* one we approach with "anticipation and 
excitement/ 

Equality in Communications 

In 1967 Rev. Everett C. Parker successfully 
petitioned the Federal Communications 
Commission to apply equal employment rules to 
broadcasters. Today, trends have been away from 
affirmative action, and a recent federal court 
decision declared that stations are not bound by 
equal employment statutes. 

However, the FCC has decided to uphold its 
regulations requiring broadcasters to continue to 
recruit women and persons of color when jobs are 
open. Rev. Parker, now the retired head of the UCC 
Office of Communications, says that the FCC "has 
courageously taken a stand for justice and 
equality.... which is in direct line with our own goal 
of achieving full participation of women and 
minorities in all phases of the chtircli society." 

Forgive Them Their Debts 

The Common Global Ministries Board of the 
UCC/ Disciples of Christ says Hurricane Mitch has 
so devastated Honduras, Nicaragua, and El Salvador 
that they cannot pay back huge loans made by the 
international community and institutions such as 
the World Bank and the International Monetary 
Fund. Mitch did an estimated $4 billion in damage 
in the three Central American countries. 
Nicaragua, for example, says it will take $1.5 billion 
to restore its infrastructure, but it is burdened with 
$3.8 billion in debt. Its gross national product in 
1995 (the last year for which figures are available) 
was only $1,575 billion. The Common Board is 
asking that the debt^ ©f these nations be forgiven. 

Speaking of Money... 

The Lilly Foundation has awarded $5,140,480 
to four UCC-related seminaries, with the aim of 
strengthening parish ministry by attracting 
outstanding students into local church ministry 
and reaching out to high school students to consider 
entering the ministry. The seminaries are 
Andover-Newton, ChleagOj Eden, and Lancaster.
